A top Administration official said the Soviet 
Union had refused to intervene with North Korea in 
an effort to secure the release of the U.S. intelligence 
ship and its 83 men.

lites. both Soviet and American, 
whirling about the earth with al­ 
most 
unbelievably 
accurate 
cameras and “ferret” listening 
devices for eavesdropping on 
radio communications. 
There are unmanned drones 
with sensitive information-gath­ 
ering equipment. There are de­ 
stroyers carrying “black boxes” 
which slip close to hostile shores 
to intercept radio talk, record 
coded messages and pick up 
other information. One of the 
two U.S. destroyers involved in 
the historic Tonkin Gulf attack 
by 
North 
Vietnamese patrol 
boats in August 1964 reportedly 
had been on such a mission. 
The United States and Soviet 
Union, say nothing about what 
they know of the other side's 
electronic snooping from space 
Members of Congress also 
have expressed alarm about in­ 
creasingly active Soviet naval 
snooping. 
Soviet trawlers have been re­ 
ported standing off Polaris sub­ 
marine bases at Holy Loch, 
Scotland, at Rota. Spain, Guam, 
and Charleston, S.C. 
The Red trawlers monitored 
U.S. nuclear weapons tests in 
the Pacific in 1962. 
U.S. vessels have taken posi­ 
tions in the Pacific to observe 
the re-entry and splashdown of 
Soviet intercontinental ballistic 
missiles fired into the mid-Pa- 
cific.

dispatch planes or ships to his 
rescue.

North Korea said today it has 
no intention of releasing the 
ship, rejecting a U. S. demand 
for prompt return of the ship, 
loaded with sophisticated eaves­ 
dropping gear. 


The nuclear powered aircraft 
carrier USS Enterprise, spear­ 
heading an American task force 
sent to the crisis area, moved 
to position off the Korean coast 
while U.

men. 


Four of the crewmen were 
injured in the hijacking, the 
Pentagon reported.

Demand Ouster

BERKELEY (AP) — Negro athletes on the Uni­ 
versity of California Berkeley campus are demanding 
better treatment, saying they will boycott varsity 
sports if it isn't forthcoming. 
Some two dozen of the university's 40 Negro ath­ 
letes outlined eight complaints at a news conference 
yesterday, including a demand _ 
for replacement of three Berke-, 
ley campus coaches "for reasons 
to their inability or unwillingness 
to relate to black athletes and 
their general incompetence.” 
Acting as spokesman for the 
group was Bobby Smith, defen­ 
sive halfback on the All-Pacif- 
ic-8-Conferenoe team who also 
played in the East-West and 
Hula Bowl games. 


THREE COACHES 
The men the Negroes want re­ 
placed are Rene Herrerias, the 
head basketball coach, defen­ 
sive football line coach William 
Dutton and offensive backfield 
coach Joe Marvin. 
The protesting athletes sug­ 
gested no specific replacements, 
but one of their demands was 
that the school make a sincere 
effort to hire coaches with mi­ 
nority background.

To be a really good expert and knowledgeable 
boater, it's necessary to have an inquiring mind . . . 
a fact demonstrated by many of the letters 1 keep 
receiving: 


Q. I’m thinking of buying a plywood boat which 
leaks a little. T he ow ner says it will swell up tight in 
a dav or so. Is this true? 


A. 
Yes, 
it 
will 
swell 
up. 


Probably rot. too. The joints and 


seams 
on 
plywood 
b o a t s , 


generally speaking, should be 


filled with seam compound and 


made impervious to water with 
paint or some other covering. 
Only lapstrake, strip or planked 
boats 
require 
soaking 
to 
be 
tight. Every other kind should 
be tight before wetting. 


q . My aluminum boat is 
covered with stains that are 
really stuck! How do 1 get 
them off? 


A. If household cleaners won t 
touch 
them 
(and 
I 
k n o w 
sometimes 
they 
won’t), 
try 
scouring pads, the kind with 
soap already in. Try them with 
mild fruit acids such as citric or 
tartaric, but DON’T use lye or 
cleaning products containing lye. 
Lye will eat holes in aluminum. 


q. The shine has gone off 
my fiberglass boat. It’s pitted 
and etched around the water 
line. What can I do? 


A. Try the rubbing compound 
they use on car bodies. It's a 
paste which carries an abrasive 
. . . 
but 
it’s 
special. 
The 
abrasive cuts quickly at first, 
then, because it’s soft, it soon 
breaks down 
into 
a 
powder 
which polishes. Follow this with 
a coat of wax. 


Q. Can I paint a fiberglass 
boat, which I’m buying? 


A. Yes. Any good marine paint 
will do, but it’s best to get a 
resin base paint of the same 
material as the plastic material 
in the boat. A dealer will advise. 
But why paint? First try rub­ 
bing 
compound 
as 
suggested 
above. 


Q. I’m getting a boat with a 
go bp. motor which the former 
owner turned over. Any ad­ 
vice? 


A. Wow! This above all, get 
know your boat . . . and its 
limitations. Try it in tight turns, 
choppy water, close quarters, 
before you blast off. Remember 
it’s like a new boat . . . it needs 
a little breaking in.

left to replace this “springy'” 
plywood . . . something you’ll 
have to do very soon.

It’s 
something you look for in buy­ 
ing a second-hand plywood boat. 


q. I have just bought a boat 
with a 20 hp outboard motor. 
Will It pull a water skier? 


A. Yes, unless the boat Ls a big

clunker, 
or

skier is a baby elephant. Here’s 
the 
rule 
of 
thumb: 
On

average light 
planing hull, it 
takes 15 hp. for the first water 
skier and another 10 hp. for each 
extra one: a 75 hp. motor on a 
medium weight boat will pull 
seven skiers. Eighteen miles an 
hour is about minimum speed 
for skiing. 


q. I can buy (very cheaply) 
a fiberglass boat with 13 bullet 
holes in it (boys used it as a 
target). Holes are patched. Is 
this serious? 


A. No; particularly if patches 
are neat. Even if they aren’t, 
they can be redone and sanded 
down. The bullet holes would not 
create cracks of fractures. 


q. A fast inboard runabout 
I ran buy is 20 years old and 
in terrific shape. Is this a good 
sign? 


A. Could be a bad one. Some 
boats are of such poor design,

Be sure to give it a 100 
per cent try-out before you com­ 
mit yourself.

A. It could be that the new 
motor Is at the wrong angle. If 
the lower unit is too far forward, 
the symptoms you describe oc­ 
cur.

Q. I am the owner of 100 U. 
S. Steel; 600 AT&T; 372 Gulf 
Oil; 300 Jersey Standard. My 
income 
from 
these 
sources 
amounts to a little more than 
$3,000 a year. As I need more 
income, should 1 sell my Big 
Steel and buy more of the 
above mentioned or something 
else?—A. C. 


A. I believe you are figuring 
your 
yields 
incorrectly. 
T o 
determine the current return on 
a itock, divide the estimated 
dividend by the price. In the 
case of Big Steel, this show's a 
yield at current levels of 5.5 per 
cent as compared with 4.4 per 
cent on American Telephone, 3.4 
per cent for Gulf Oil and 5 per 
cent on Jersey Standard. 
Since Steel offers the highest 
current return on a relatively 
safe dividend, it is obvious that 
you 
would 
gain 
nothing 
by 
switching to more of your other 


holdings. 
Although Gulf Oil is probably 
your best growth holding, this 
seems the stock to switch if you 
require more income. On that 
assumption, I suggest you ex­ 
change your Gulf Oil for equal 
dollar amounts of Peoples Gas 
Light & Coke of Chicago; Du 
quesne Light and International 
Harvester. This switch should 
increase your income by more 
than $500 annually. 
Q. I noticed that Xerox has 
gained 100 points this past 
year and that there is a big 
short interest. Isn’t this a good 
time for me to sell Xerox 
short, too? I will appreciate a 
straightforward opinion. — H. 
G. 
A. Xerox looks a little high 
priced at current levels, but I 
most certainly would not sell it 
short.

One cup of coffee contains 
about one-tenth gram of caf­ 


feine. A single one-gram dose of 
caffeine 
causes 
mental 
con­ 
fusion. shivering, trem or, vomit­ 
ing and diarrhea. Then gram s 
are said to be fatal. 


Although the woman's caffeine 
intake was probably more than 
one and a half gram s a day, it 
was spread over several hours, 
which probably was the reason 
she was not more seriously ill. 


The woman also smoked more 
than a pack of cigarettes a day 
and regularly took sleeping pills. 
The nicotine and drugs also may 
have affected her reactions to 
caffeine. Dr. Reimann says.

mineral oil and petroleum jelly. 
And wash your face every day 
with gentle soap and hot water. 


Laszlo admits that the soap- 
water decree does not go down

because “ it is the mode here 
not to wash the face, and the 
French don’t put water on the 
face, either.” 


“ But women take baths every 
day!” he said in an interview. 
“ You cannot clean the face with 
cream, that is impossible.

A-Blast Cracks Earth

—For W hat Purpose? 


A crack in the earth's surface, four- 
fifths of a nule long and up to *23 feet 
deep, has been left by the underground 
* thermonuclear explosion of last Friday 
m Nevada's secluded Hot Creek Valley. 
The crevice, ranging from 10 to 100 
. feet wide and from three to 23 feet 
deep, was discovered the day after the 
explosion. The earth s crust had col­ 
lapsed as in a major earthquake. 
Ninety miles from the test site, win­ 
dows cracked in the old Ely High 
* School building. Two clocks in the 
- White Pine County Courthouse at Ely 


* were reportedly stopped by the blast. 
Between Ely and Hot Creek Valley 
* lie a few small hamlets. Word as to 
the possible damage there has not yet 
leached the outside world. 
George 
Z Carnes, manager of the little Ely Times 
* who is doubling as editor for lack of 
1 staff, said he had received no word 
* from the paper s part-time correspond- 
' ents in any of the little towns.

JUST HOW MUCH DAMAGE the 
- blast did in Nevada — aside from the 
~ long gouge in the earth’s surface — 
- may be a long time coming to light.

Why was the explosion? The Atomic 


Z Energy Commission wants to experi- 
* ment with bigger blasts than it dares 
set off at its permanent Nevada test 
J site 
100 miles from booming 
Las 
* Vegas. So it went into Hot Creek Val­ 
ley. 175 miles from Las Vegas and 200 
miles from Reno. 
2 
The AEC described the blast as “of 


* indeterminate yield." meaning it was 
no more than 50 times as powerful as 
that which killed more than 100.000 
people in Hiroshima. Japan, to write 
“finish’’ to World W ar II. 


THE PEACEFUL USES of atomic 
” energy are many. It powers ocean go* 
* ing vessels; it generates electricity; it 
undoubtedly will be put to many other 
uses — if . . . 
The “if" must depend on whether 
the scientific experiments are geared 
» to such uses — or to destruction. 
The United States and Soviet Russia 
both have stockpiles of atomic war- 
Z heads now which would wipe out both 


Z countries several times over. 
Why, 
Z then, is the AEC experimenting with 


Z more powerful explosions than yet pro- 
**

duced in a remote region of Nevada'.’ 
Will this add to the United States 
safety? It is difficult to see how. Will 
it promote peaceful uses of atomic 
energy? It is difficult to see how. 
By what stretch of the imagination 
is the setting off of a man-made earth­ 
quake — which registered 6.25 on the 
Richter scale on the seismograph of 
Spring Hill College in Mobile. Ala., 
1,700 miles away — be considered 
mere scientific experimentation? 


WHEN, 35 YEARS AGO, man learn­ 
ed to split the atom, the fear arose 
at once that this knowledge might be 
his destruction. 
The concentration of the AEC — 
with millions and millions of dollars 
of our tax money — to set off bigger 
and bigger atomic explosions revives 
:hat fear. 
Surely the AEC has scientists who 
can devise more sensible atomic ex­ 
perimentation than mere exercises in 
destruction. 


'Cynical Hoax' 


Assemblyman Leon Ralph. D-Los 
Angeles, who proposes to take welfare 
administration out of the counties and 
turn it over entirely to the state, de­ 
clared during discussion of the mea­ 
sure: 
“ It is a cynical hoax and a waste 
of taxpayers' money to keep trying to 
maintain the illusion of local control 
of welfare programs.” 
Maybe so, but we think it is a more 
cynical hoax to pretend that taxpay­ 
ers’ money will be saved and welfare 
administered more efficiently by a Sac­ 
ramento-based bureaucracy— removed 
one step farther from the taxpayers 
who put up the funds. 
If Assemblyman Ralph is really 
concerned about welfare costs, we d 
like to suggest a genuine remedy: Re­ 
move some of the secrecy that shrouds 
the entire program.
